Church Moves to 
Wrest Power from 
Mexican Workers 



Religion Behind New Party to 
Restore Upper CUaaea 
to Control 



Failing in its attempts to bring rev- 
olution and Intervention by ni. ana of 
several well identified revolutionary 
plots; failing in its economic boycott 
to break the pow««r of the workers' 
government in Mexico, the Catholic 
church of Mexico has' decided to use 
the whole force of organized religion 
and superstition in that country to 
overthrow the rule of the workers po- 
litically. 

A new potlticai party for that pur- 
pose, the Social Liberty party, is to 
go before the \oters with two all^g^d 
issues, religious liberty and Individual 
liberty, with the unconcealed purpose 
of dividing the workvr* and r»*«f.oriug 
government to the middle and upper 
classes. 

This attitude of the church in open* 
ly espousing the cause of the capi- 
talist class for the purpose of crush- 
ing the workers is brought out In a 
most striking manner in an interview 
with Bishop Diaz of Mexico, as report- 
ed by an American newspaper corre- 
spondent: 

"For the first time since the over- 
throw of Gen. Carranxa national sen- 
timent seeems to be making itself 
felt." the Catholic leader said. "A 
party will be formed to secure from 
congress the changes la the religious 
laws demanded by the church and ef- 
fect other reforms of laws against the 
freedom of individuals.. 

"Behind the movement la the 
better element of "Mexican people, 
which has allowed the so-called 
revolutionary element to govern 
the country for aeven years, if 
the party succeeds it will mean 
the rise to power once more of 
the middle and upper classes and 
the relegation to the background 
of the illiterate elements which 
practically have dominated the 
governments of the towns and vil- 
lages." 

Prominent Mexicans have been 
working for several weeks on the 
formation of a new political organiza- 
tion to be calU-d the "Political and 
Social Liberal party." According to 
the foremost backer of the party. It 
already has a well defined program- 
neither church nor antl-churcb — and 
will wekome Catholics and non-Cath- 
olics. 

"We are taking the only road for 
building up Mexico/' this man said. 
"W'ti are not reactionary and not revo- 
lutionary. The church will be behind 
us because we believe in giving the 
Catholics the same show aa in alt 
civilized nations. But the party will 
not submit to Catholic Interference or 
domination. The Catholics understand 
this." 



A. F. of L Head

Contrary to the altitude of pro- 
gressive labor in America and abroad. 
Pre'sident Green of the American Fed- 
eration of Labo- has put his seal of 
approval jr th<< military training of 
youth in America. If be Is correctly 
quoted In a n<>ws dispatch from Pitts- 
burgh, X;w York, dated August 20. 
Tho report stales that after a review 
of l.«oy student Infantryman, held In 
honor of Mr. Green and seten mem* 
bers of the A. F. of L. Executive 
Council. President Green said: 

"I can scarcely hope to convey la 
words the deep Impression made by 
this brief visit We have been much 
interested In the great movement rep- 
resented here. I can truthfully say 
there has been a wrong Impression in 
some quarters as to the purposes and 
objectives of the military training 
camp, i think the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, through Its organiza- 
tions and. its officers, can do much to 
acquaint the public mind with what Is 
being done here toward the develop- 
ment of young men mentally, morally, 
and physically." 

That preparation for war la dan- 
gerous was amply proven In the recent 
explosions of ammunition— $84,000,000 
of government property and about 
thirty American lives.

The textile bosses some time ago 
under, heavy pressure of public opin- 
ion made it known that they were 
holding out against the strikers and 
refusing to treat with them because 
the strike was promoted and led by 
Communists. In order to remove that 
excuse Welsbord. strike leader, stepped 
aside, and the strikers joined the 
United Textile Workers. The latest 
action of the two largest companies 
puts them before the public in the 
light of common tricksters.

— The difference 
between privately-controlled insurance 
business and Rovcrnm<*nt-coutrolled 
insurance is shown In Queensland 
since that state opened the state in- 
surance office. Prior to the establish- 
ment of the office, the private com- 
panies wire paying back in cWiras 
only 134 out of each tl'>* received: 
!♦»♦» went to eipen«es of management 
and dividends. The state insurance 
office hands back fv3 out of every $t'*<> 
received in premium*, taking only $17 
for expenses and profit-*. As its prof 
its increase, they are handed back in 
the form of cheaper rates. 

Under the new worker compensation 
act of New- South Wale*, all workers 
are tover»d by in*urance from the 
time they leave their homes till they 
return from work. They are also in- 
sured against loss of work due to sick- 
ness contracted while at work. The 
employers are compelled to arrange 
the Insurance and meet the premiums 
from profits. 

The maximum paid to workers or 
their dependents is $3.2»0. with pro- 
portionate rates in partial injury. 
Workers laid off because of accident 
or sickness receive $1«> per week, with 
f'» per week for a wife and an extra 
|2 per week for each dependent child 
under 14 years. AH hospital and 
medical fees are paid by the em- 
ployer. Insurance companies writing 
business under the act mu*t deposit 
with th«» government funds up to 
$'.0.00 as a guarantee that they can 
meet claims. 



Russia Getting 
More Democratic, 
Says Labor Man 

Chicago. — The soviet government is 
growing steadily stronger. In the opin- 
ion of Robert Williams, chairman of 
the British I-abor party, who has Just 
returned here after spending three 
weeks in Russia, says a copyrighted 
New York Times dispatch reprinted 
In The Tribune. He says those 
now governing Russia have learned 
how to compromise and adjust them- 
selves to. changed conditions. 

In the early days of the soviet 
regime, he said, there was nominally 
a proletarian dictatorship, but now 
the trade unions and peasant are con- 
trolling the country more and more. 

Tho economic standards have im- 
proved greatly since his visit to Rus- 
sia in 19-0. he says.

Miners Line-up for Finish Fight 
as Conference Faila — Help 
Needed at Once 



London. England. — The cold. Insult- 
ing arrogance of (he British Mine 
owners in the conference with the 
representatives of the Miners' Union, 
and in their demand for nothing less 
than the complete surrender of the 
miners, resulted in the auddene ending 
of the peace conference. The battle 
lines are now more tightly drawn than 
ever for what many believe to be the 
finish fight between tbeae two or- 
ganizations. 

Herbert Smith, president of the 
Miners* Federation, when seen at the 
end of fhe meeting, was flushed and 
could hardly apeak for rage. 

"The attitude of the owner* waa al- 
most insulting from the beginning of 
th*a conference." Mr. Smith said. 
**They treated us like they would 
treat a bunch of naughty school chil- 
dren after an escapade. 

"Are you here to talk In order to 
save your face* or are you willing to 
surrender? was the first question 
they fired point-blank, at us. And when 
t replied that there waa no question 
of a complete surrender, Evan Wil* 
llama, the owners' spokesman, re- 
torted : 

M 'We accept nothing but uncondi- 
tional surrender. In any case we can 
reach a satisfactory settlement with 
the men themselves in the various dis- 
tricts and do not need you." 

As if by an accommodating p rear- 
rangement between the Tory govern* 
ment and the mine owners. Premier 
Baldwin, who could settle the strike 
quickly by merely insisting on the 
carrying out of the understanding 
upon which the general strike was 
called off, has chosen this critical 
juueture to absent himself on a three 
weeks* vacation In France, thus avoid- 
ing governmental reaponsibUlty to 
bring pressure to bear on the mtne 
owners and making the government

Farmers Defeat 
Mortgage Evictor 
With Castor Oil 

Attempts of Bankers to Steal 
Crops Causes Mob Action 
in Montana

The first sign of rebel action on the 
part of the farmers of the Northwest 
to right their grievances took place 
in Sheridan county in the northwest 
part of Montana, when a mob of 
farmers forcibly made a deputy 
sheriff, who was trying to evict a 
mortgaged farmer, swallow & pint of 
castor oil. 

Oscar Collins, deputy sheriff, had 
been sent by district Judge, Frank P. 
Lei per to dispossess Melvln Grandrud. 
a mortgaged farmer. The farmers of 
the surrounding country learned that 
the officer of the court was about to 
eject their neighbor from his home. 
They gathered in force on the ranch 
of Grandrud and remonstrated with 
the officer that it waa not right to 
dispossess the farmer before bis 
crops were harvested, even if the 
mortgage on the farm had been fore- 
closed. 

The officer took a firm stand and 
told the farmers that he was going to 
do his duty and evict Grandrud. Then 
the farmers took a firm hold of the 
officer of the court and forced blm to 
swallow a pint of castor oil and sent 
him back to Judge Lei per to report 
progress. 

The affair Is the culmination of a 
long series of fights between eastern 
bankers and insurance companies, on 
the one side, and the farmers on the 
other, to get possession ot the farms 
Just before the crops have been bar- 
vested, thereby getting possession ot 
the fruits of a year of toil on the farm 
As well as the mortgaged land. 

What action is being taken against 
the farmers who prescribed the castor 
oil is unknown, as a censorship as 
rigid as existed during the war la 
now being exercised by the legal au- 
thorities and the corporation-owned 
press. Only one daily and one weekly 
newspaper carried stories of the event 
Since then complete censorship has 
prevailed. 

It is an event of which the bankers 
and others who exercise authority 
over tho farmers do not want (he 
news spread; especially the news of 
the castor oil part of tbe affair.

"centralisation of ownership." etc. 
leading straight hack to the present 
system. As we have pointed out. such 
a view Is based upon a misunder- 
standing of the real strength of a so- 
ciety rooted collectively In the mean* 
of life. A thoroughly established So- 
cialist society will eventually use the 
best device for exchanging* the prod- 
ucts of labor that experience will de- 
velop. It will be m device that wilt 
yield the greatest amount of individ- 
ual liberty, and enjoyment consistent 
ith social economy and well-being. 
Marx said that it would be a labor 
certificate; Bellamy said that it would 
be a system of book keeping; William 
Morris said that In the luture society 
of abundant wealth It would simply 
be an understanding in each to give 
his best service and help himself to 
whatever he needed. These writers 
may have foreseen different stages of 
progress.

-It i.+ necessary to reduce, cheapen, 
and simplify our productive, transport 
commercial, co-operative. adminUtra 
i:*e. and other apparatus in order to 
r-lt-aw now and for the future bun 
drt-d* of million* of rubles and to ap- 
ply them to the iudustrialiiatlon of 
pur country. 

"There are two ways of obtaining 
the*- hundreds of million*. One way 
is to strip the peasant* to the utmost 
squeese from tbem the maximum as- 
#^t*. and apply these squeexed assets 
to the needs of Industry. 

-Some of our comrades (the op- 
position groupl are trying to pusn 
u* along this way. But we cannot fol- 
low U because it means a cleavage of 
the working class from the peasantry, 
rupture of the union of the peasants 
sod workers, a smash of the prole- 
•art.in dictatorship. Impoverishment of 
the pea.*ant*. and perhaps the weak 
enlng of Industry itself. 

"Tb* other way is a rigorous re- 
striction of the administration app* 
rati* from top to bottom, and thus, 
by a reduction of costs, to provide the 
hundreds of millions needed."

Lithuania 

As the result of th* victory of the 
Social Democrats and PopulUts over 
the Clericsl reaction. In Lithuania in 
the May election*, that war-born re- 
public Is reported in the European 
Socialist press as enjoying a really 
Liberal regime. 

After years of oppression, the peo- 
ple ere breathing freely once more, the 
sta'e of siege has been lifted, censor- 
ship of the mails abolished and the 
host of political prisoner* set at lib- 
erty. And the courts have evidently 
understood the meaning of the elec- 
tions, as the trial of ninety-three rad 
leal labor and peasant leaders on 
charge* of conspiracy, etc.. begun by 
the Clerical Government, some time 
before the election, has ended with 
the acquittal of all the defendants 
and a vlrtoal apology by the Judges. 

The new government, headed by 
Premier Siexewlcius. a Populist, is 
made up of Populists and Socialist*. 

Belgium 

The Belgian Senate by a vote of 
10 J for to 1$ against and 11 absten- 
tions has agreed to the unconditional 
ratification of the Washington Con- 
vention on the Eight Hour Day. It 
has received treacherous treatment by 
some of the governments, but is mak 
ing headway. That the reactionary 
Belgian Senate has agreed to raiify 
this convention la a remarkable tribute 
to the strength of the Labor and So- 
cialist movements in Belgium. As the 
Chamber of Deputies has voted rati 
flcation. of this convention, the legal 
basis for the eight hour day is now 
assured. 



Germany 

The cost of th* recent national ref- 
erendum on the confiscation of the roy 
al esutes In Germany to the Social 
Democratic party was only about S400. 
000. This Is a remarkably low figure 
considering how closely all Germany 
was campaigned and covered with lit 
erature by the Socialists. Altogether, 
000.000 copies of printed matter 
were dlatrlbuted and J2.J20 public 
meetings were held. This stupendous 
work wa* done at this low cost be- 
cause It was accomplished mainly by 
voluntary effort, many thousands of 
agents of the party throwing* them 
selves In this work without thought 
of remuneration and suarshallng the 
imposing* army of 15.000.000 votes at

a party lo this latest drive , to starve 
the miner* and smash their organiza- 
tion. 

This situation ha* given rise to the 
mo*t urgent need of international and 
especially American aid to a fighting 
section of the working class In a gen- 
eration. 

The international eii«ht-hour day 
movement is seriously Imperiled. The 
miners had the eight hour day. The 
Tory parliamtnt tri»*d to set it aside. 
Now the mine bos.-**, aided by the 
Tory government are in a final drive 
to put an end to it among one million 
coal miners. 

Wage* are less proportionately per 
family than the British poor laws al- 
low to unfortunat' s. The bosses and 
and Tory govt-rnnu-nt are driving to 
make them less. 

The miners ar;? fighting tor the na- 
tionalization of this industry so that 
It can pay a living waji for a day of 
reasonable length. 

The plight of the fighting mloers is 
such that immediate aid is impera- 
tive, despite Tory' and American capi- 
talist lies to the contrary which hav* 
been effectually riddled by Ramsay 
McDonald and oth r labor leaders. 

Two million children under 14 years 
of so* in tne mining districts of Great 
•nta<n are starving. Three-fourths of 
a million women are passing through 
a most harrowing experience because 
their husbands, fathers, brothers and 
sons have been locked out. For it i* 
a lockout and not a striks. 

This la the pitiful msssag* brought 
to America by th* r*pr***nt*tiv*s of 
the English labor movement who 
came tn thl* country *• •PP**! 1or 
funds to protect th* miners in their 
struggle against an inhumsn reduc- 
tion of wages snd lengthening of the 
workday. 

It is a pitiful story they tell. Many 
pieces of fumitur* in th* home* of 
the miner* hav* been sold to obtain 
food. Even the beds and bedding hav* 
been sold. It is estimated that 100V 
000 home* hav* been stripped of bed* 
upon which to •leep. Thousand* of 
baby carriage* have gone for food. 

Ten* of thousands of children have 
been sent to other parts of th* coun. 
try to live in fsmilies who themselves 
have not sufficient for their own. It 
i* a ease of the poor helping the poor. 

In striking contrast to this condi- 
tion of th* workers is the story of 
swollen profits realized by the owner*.

This step la Justified be- 
prograni and win the support of the 
farmers. Sooner or later the Social- 
ist movement of the United States 
will have to take the same step. 

Although agricultural conditions In 
Great Britain differ from agricultural 
conditions In the United States, the 
British Labor party agricultural pro- 
gram has so many sound economic 
principles that It cannot but be of great 
interest to the American former, in- 
dustrial worker aud Socialist. 

The program as explained by T. P. 
Conwlll-Kvan* in the ' London Daily 
Herald^ a Socialist and Labor party 
publication, follows: 



Report on a Land 
Policy for Labor 

By T. P. Conwill-Evftns

To beein with, the ownership of ag- 
ricultural holding* in all rural art-a* 
will be trau-.ferr.-d to the state. The 
transference will be made as soon as 
the arrangements for compensation 
caa be made: not later, in any case, 
than the appointed day named in the 
Act by which the freehold is vested 
in thv state.

(1) The private landlord has 
degenerated from being a farm- 
er's partner to being an Idle re- 
ceiver of rent, and 

(21 Because state assistance to 
agriculture under the present 
system partly finds its way Into 
thn pockets of the Idle landlord 
In the form of higher rents. 
Farmers who own their farms, and 
smallholders will be allowed to re- 
main In temporary possession, unless 
they at once desire to change owner- 
ship for tenancy. 

The Purchase Price 

The state will buy the land from 
Its owner, and the purchase price will 
be calculated on the annual value of 
the holding, as assessed for income 
tux (Schedule A). 

This means 'that the landlord wlTT 
be compensated on the rental, that is 
to Kay. on the purely agricultural 
valu.? of the land. 

The Report congratulates the Labor 
government on its success in setting 
up the wages boards which secure 
minimum waged for farm-workers. 

Hu» It regrets that owing to the 
opposition of the Liberal party the 
original scheme was not accepted, 
which gave the Central Board power 
to revise minimum rates fixed by the 
county committees. 

Apart from wages, the worker 
should be given a more responsible 
place in the industry. In order to 
keep pace with the technical develop- 



ment of agriculture, the worker should 
he allowed to visit county farms and 
attend village lectures. These oppor- 
tunities have been too long the pre- 
serve of farmers and their sons. 

Gardens and Cottages 

Gardens and allotments must be 
provided near the workers' homes, 
and where suitable, small holdings 
should be made available, although 
the Report says that in certain dis- 
tricts "It is undesirable that the land 
should be generally developed under 
the system of small farming." 

In order to provide such gardens 
and allotments, not more than four 
cottages to the acre will be built. 
They should form an extension of ex- 
isting villages, ami not isolated units.

State Import of Wheat 

Whilst the price of most commodi- 
ties can be stabilized by co-operative 
action, the price of wheat cannot be 
controlled la this way. 

Great Britain Imports four fifths of 
her wheat requirements; It follows 
that the price of the British crop de- 
pends on the price of the imported 
wheat, that is. on the world -prlee of 
wheat. Whatever the farmers do at 
home the world price will be the de- 
termining factor. 

Now the world-price varies from 
week to week, although Its average 
price spread over a year or more is 
fairly stable. But Its weekly varia- 
tion is often as much as 20 to 25 per 
cent- of Its average price-. This is 
very upsetting to the farmers' calcu- 
lations, and. be suffers needless losses. 
He might sell at a loss at a certain 
date, whilst could he have waited, say. 
another four weeks be might have 
sold at a profit. 

Accordingly, the Labor Report pro- 
poses that the entire Import of wheat 
shall be bought by a central statutory 
bod/, financed by the Treasury. 

Wheat will b« bought at the world 
price, and sold at a fixed average 
price for a term of years, the fixed 
averace price being as near the w.orld 
average price as possible.

Th* campafrn to copy American 
production and relations between la- 
bor and capital is led by the Daily 
Mail. The American worker will be 
surprised to learn that Tftir- DalTy 
Mail's mission found the average wage 
in the metal Industry from I4*» to 
$100 per week. And of course every 
worker either owned or wa* paying on 
a car. owned his home and had a bank 
account. 

This mission visited open shop es- 
tablishments almost exclusively. The 



firms are mentioned. The report speaks 
with great admiration of these em- 
ployers. 

Asked if they dealt with trade 

unions, the officials of these corpora- 
tions are quoted as saying that the 
unions proved tow troublesome, that 
their employes "have no time to wor- 
ry about trade unions." Much space 
is given to company unions. 

In one illuminating passage In the 
report the "industrial advisor" of the 
mission sums up the attitude of the 
American employer. "His chief ob- 
ject is production and still more pro- 
duction." he says, "and to achieve that 
object he is prepared to sacrifice any- 
thing and everything which stands in 
the way." 

The view of a great majority of 
British labor men. as expressed in the 
official Daily Herald, is that socialism 
can put Britain on its feet.

Union Drive Starts

Iroadon. England. — For the first 
time in 2'* years, a campaign Is on to 
rescind the union recognition which 
w.t- 'l. enied established for good, and 
siil>-tltute the company union. 

The Trade Union Congress has Just 
i-i-ued an official warning of the cam- 
paiftn and ha» now heard that the em- 
ployers in It are to have the help of 
an employers' oricanization In the 
United States. Our "open shoppers 
and "industrial representation" artists 
are to send preachers here. 

The printing and paper trades are 
leading it. Nothing In the general 
strike frightened people more than 
the sudden and almost complete shut 
down of the press. 

Led in Scotland by the powerful 
and reactionary' Glasgow Herald and 
in England by the provincial papers 
printing trade unionists were com 
pelted to tear up their cards and sign 
individual promises to join no trade 
union. A considerable section of this 
pre** is now on a non union basis. 

Printing trade unions are paying 
big sums weekly to a large member- 
ship now unemployed for refusal to 
give up the union. It is a new thing 
In Britain and union leaders have been 
startled by the spread of it. 

Quirk on the heel* «f it many firms 
are setting up company unions. Even 
the liberal Manchester Guardian, much 
the best paper in Britain, which is 
strongly pro labor in Industrial dis 
putes and mildly so. in politics, is en- 
gineering a company union under the 
leadership of the son of the publisher 
who made it famous. C. P. Scott. 

It Is quite likely that It will take 
a big printing trades strike ultimately 
to restore the position there, and in 
other quarters the T. U. C. expects to 
handle the matter with a strong 
"unionism" drive.

Marshal Wu. who has been partici- 
pating In the campaign against the 
Kuomluchuii (national army) in the 
northwest, was called to Hankow be- 
cause of the drive by the Kuomlntang 
(communist party) troops of Canton 
to capture that city. The Kuomlntang 
leader. Chang Kai shek. the so-called 
"red general." has established head- 
quarters at Changsha Huan and an- 
nounced plans for the capture of Han- 
kow within thirty days. 

Reports from Canton say that the 
Kuomlntacg army is well munitioned 
by tho Russian soviet government 
through direct shipments from Vladi- 
vostok. 

Serious labor trouble, with IO.OoO 
men. striking In local Japanese cotton 
mills, is attributed to Kuomlntang 
propaganda, to embarrass local mil- 
itarists and to prevent the dispatch 
of forces against the southerners.

The Struggle for Production. 

This sounds strangely American 
It means that pocialitiin and capitalism 
are adopting much the same* methods 
In a struggle which hinges on produc- 
tivity. Trotsky feels that the national 
conduct of economy under socialism 
has already proved Its advantages in 
this kind of struggle. He says. "Freed 
from the fetters of private property, 
the 6tate— -by means of the pump of 
the state budget, by means of the state 
bank, by means of the industrial bank, 
etc. --could at any moment pump cash 
resources to the point where they 
were most needed for the preserva- 
tion or the rebuilding or development 
of the economic process." 

He enumerates other advantages en- 
joyed by the socialist state as (1) 
practically no parasite classes to 
squander and dissipate national sav- 
ings, (2) elimination of the barriers 
of private property and Its unproduc- 
tive expenses of competition and other 
overlapping activities. (3) introduc- 
tion of the economic planning prin* 
clple Into the technic of production, 
and (4) elimination of the worst peaks 
of the industrial cycles which disturb 
capitalist society. 

Why Capitalism Will Lose. 
Trotsky holds that with these so- 
cialist advantages Russia can retain a 
rate of expansion In productive power 
exceeding the average rate in capital- 
ist countries. He contends that this 
will decide the conflict with capital- 
ism. He says:
